T H E COM USG ALU M INIU M . 
Within the past few days there have 
been dispatches from Columbus, Ohio, 
of special interest to - science, in regard 
to the promise of a successfa1 manufac­ 
ture and utilization of aluminium. Some 
two years ago the Gazette printed an ar­ 
ticle on this snbfeot showing what was 
then being done to push the production 
of this wonderful white metal. Here are 
some tacts in regard to its properties and 
nses: 
Aluminium is a white metal of bluish 
tint, and of about the deosity of chalk. 
It is about as strong as oopper, but the 
same volume, owiog to 
its density, 
would weigh about one-fourth as much 
as oopper. It is the metallic base of oar 
ordinaly clay,found everywhere, of feld­ 
spar, and slate, and is a component of 
about half the minerals. Sj it i* that, 
could this nit til be cheaply extracted' 
its source of supply would be inexhaust­ 
ible. 
its properties are sa 
that it is 
truly a n o llj meta!, having til the prop­ 
erties, excepting weigh", of such motels 
as gold and silver, and la audition the 
properties of the mote common metals 
each as copper and zinc, It is almost 
safe to say that, elided with other met­ 
als, a small per centage of aluminium, 
added to auy Ord i aery alloy, will im­ 
prove its qualities, rendering it stronger, 
less tarnishable, and more easily cast 
and worked.

W a s h i n g t o n , March 24.—Gen. Robert 
Cumming Schenck. Congressman, sol­ 
dier, and diplomate, and a leader in pub­ 
lic affairs a generation or more ago, died 
at 5 o'clock last evening of pneumonia 
at his residence on Massachusetts ave­ 
nue. just off Thomas circle. 
It wa9 not 
until Saturday that it was known he 
was seriously iii, but when his friends 
heard of it they were prepared for the 
worst I ccause of his advanced age. 
Ho had boon ailing for about two 
weeks, but attached little importance 
to his complaint. 
Sunday last ho was 
out calling with IL H. Warder, formerly 
of Ohio hut for several years a well­ 
known resident of this city, and seemed 
in his usual health save for a slight 
bronchial cough. 
It was not until last 
Tuesday that it was thought necessary 
to call a physician. 
Dr. II. C. Yarrow 
was sent for and found Gen. Schenck 
suffering from capillary bronchitis. 
Within 
twenty-four hours 
limited 
pneumonia of the right lung set In, and 
later the left lung also became Involved. 
Dr. Yarrow called Dr. O’Reilly In con­ 
sultation, and Dr. Lorini was engaged 
to be in constant attendance, so that 
any sudden danger which might arise 
might be averted. 
When Dr. Yarrow 
visited Gen. Schenck next morning he 
found him much worse, and it was dis­ 
covered that a diphtheritic exurdation 
was commencing on tho right side of 
the throat. 
He became brighter about 
noon, but from that time rapidly weak­ 
ened until the end came. 
His mind was clear and bright to 
the very last. 
His three daughters, Mrs. 
Hates, an old friend, and Miss Sedgwick 
were with him at the time of his death. 
Tho funeral arrangements will be in 
charge of Mr. Warden. 
The interment 
will take place at Dayton. O. 
In view of 
the diphtheritic complications in the 
case the funeral will be strictly priyate. 
Gen. Schenck was In his eighty-first 
year, having been born in Franklin, 
Ohio, Oct. I, 1809. 
He was graduated 
from Miami university in 1827 and after 
spending three additional years at the 
college, studied law with Thomrs Cor­ 
win. 
He served two years in the State 
Legislature and acquitted himself so 
well that he was elected to Congress as a 
Whig, serving from 1818 to 1851. Presi­ 
dent Fillmore then sent him to Brazil as 
minister plenipotentiary. 
When the civil war broke out he at 
once offered his services to the govern­ 
ment and was commissioned a brigadier- 
general by President Lincoln May 17, 
1861. 
He took part in the campaign un­ 
der Gen. Rosecrans, resulting in the 
expulsion of the rebels from West Vir­ 
ginia. 
After the death of Gen. Lander, 
in March, In 1862, he succeeded to the 
command at Cumberland. Md. 
For some time after Gen. Fremont had 
been relieved of his command, Gen. 
Schenck was commander of the First 
corps of the Army of Virginia until Gen. 
Sigel assumed that position, 
On the 
8th of September he was appointed a 
major-general of volunteers, with rank 
and commission from Aug. SO, 1862. Hg 
was made commander of the middle de­ 
partment,and of the troops of the Eighth 
Army corps, with headquarters at Balti­ 
more. 
He rendered effective serviQe in 
the Gettysburg campaign. 
He defeated Vallandigham for Con­ 
gress in 1863 and was re-elected for the 
two succeeding terms. 
He was chair­ 
man of the military committee and dur­ 
ing his last term succeeded Thad Stev­ 
ens as the leader of the Republican par­ 
ty in the House and as chairman of the 
ways and means committee. 
lie was minister to England In 1870, 
and in 1871 one of the Alabama olalms 
commissioners, retaining this last office 
for five years, when he resigned. 
Since 
that time he had made his home in this 
city, where he was a warm favorite. 
Secretary Blaine was much attached 
to him and sent an affectionate note to 
him Saturday when he heard of his Ill­ 
ness. 
lie was kind and genial, shrewd 
and witty. 
In his book Mr. Blaine pays 
the duad man aw arn compliment. 
“No 
man in Congress during the present gen­ 
eration,” he says, “has rivaled Gen. 
Schenck as iive-minute debater. 
In the 
five-ininute discussions in committee of 
tile whole he was an intellectal marvel. 
The compactness and clearness of his 
statements, the facts and arguments 
which he could marshal In that brief 
time were 
a constant 
surprise and 
delight to his hearers.” 
He leaves three daughters. 
It is ex­ 
pected that Bishop Leonard, formerly of 
St. John's Episcopal church of this city, 
will conduct the services at Dayton. 
While he was minister to England he 
prepared a set of rules on draw poker, 
which gave him a world-wide notoriety 
which he hardly dreamed of at the time, 
as he afterward explained that the rules 
were prepared simply for a few friends 
in England who desired to know some­ 
thing of the American game.

The non-commissioned of­

Honor of the Dead Warrior. 


C h ic a g o , March 24.—Tho remains of 
Gen. George Crook lay wrapped in a flag 
iii room 355 in the Grand Pacific hotel 
Saturday morning. 
They ware guarded 
by Lieut. Taggart and six non-commis­ 
sioned officers from Fort Sheridan. They 
were Sergt. McCready, SergL Lund, 
Sergt. Fox, Sergt. Miller,Corporal Henn, 
and Corporal Rumney. 
The men were 
attired in new uniforms with helmets 
and shining accoutrements. 
They had watched over the body In 
reliefs all night and were to continue the 
vigil until the body is removed. 
A few friends of Gen. Crook sent flow­ 
ers to the room. 
The tokens consisted 
of bunches of lilies, violets, and ro969. 
Col. Corbin, who had direct charge of 
the arrangements at the hotel, arranged 
to have the body lie in state in the 
gentlemen’s parlor. 
Mrs. Reed, sister of Mrs. Gen. Crook, 
said that the latter had spent a restless 
night. 
She had wept all through the 
lonely hours and was quite sick. 
Two brothers of the dead soldier—* 
Walter and Charles Crook of Dayton, 
Ohio, arrived at the hotel early Satur­ 
day morning. 
Shortly after they were 
shown to Mrs. Crook’s apartments. 
Tho body was dressed in the full uni­ 
form of the rank of major-general, while 
on the neat, broadcloth-covered casket 
rests the general’s hat and sword, with 
bunches of lilies, roses, and sweet-small* 
ing violets, which scented the parlors 
with a delicious perfume. 
The face of the dead man waa wok*

He said: 
“ I fully believe my brother shot mein 
order to get my property. 
He would kill 
me now had ho the chance. I am afraid 
of him and lock myself up nights, al­ 
though I have no arms about me.” 
This interview took place Wednesday 
and on Saturday morning Albert Fosdict 
was dead, with two bullet holes in hi* 
head. 
One of the best explanations oi 
the mystery is as follows: Albert Fos 
dick is said to have been engaged tc 
several women. 
Before his brother wa* 
shot it was announced that he was to be 
married soon. 
The jilted woman deter 
mined upon revenge.

Aftei 
finding out her mistake she was still de 
termined to have vengeance on Albert 
Fosdick and killed him last Friday 
night. 
If this theory be true, the woman oi 
her accomplice has done her work well, 
as no possible clew has yet shown itseU 
by which she can bo detected.

No revolver was found in the room. On* 
thing Is quite certain and that is, if lit 
was murdered the man or woman whc 
fired the shot placed his body In the 
chair after he was dead.

French Detectives Close Upon the Track 
o f Michael Eyraud. 
N ew York, March 24.—It is now for 
the first time positively asserted by the 
police that Michael Eyraud, the French­ 
man who last summer in the Rue Trous- 
son du Coudray, Paris, in company with 
his mistress, Gabrielle Rompart, mur­ 
dered Deputy Sheriff Gouffe by strangu­ 
lation, and after robbing his house cart­ 
ed his remains to Lyons, has been in 
this city .stopping at different hotels un­ 
der various aliases. 
He was located for 
two weeks at the Hotel America, on Ir­ 
ving place, under the name of 
M. 
Av rani. 
At the end of a fortnight he fled, ow­ 
ing $46, tho amount of his board bill, 
and several $10 notes, which he had bor­ 
rowed from guests, whose confidence be 
had gained by his affable manner. 
He 
said he was a m erchant in Guaymas. 
Mexico, and spoke the Spanish language 
so fluently and was so well versed in 
business m atters that no one doubted his 
assertion. 
About March 8 he disappeared, and 
the proprietors still retain the trunk, 
which has since been overhauled bv the 
French detectives and Inspector Byrnes’ 1 
men with the hope of finding some 
crim inating evidence eontaine I therein. 
Letters await him at the general post­ 
office, and detectives guard the place 
night and day in the hope that some one 
will call to claim them who may answer 
his description, for the letters are ad­ 
dressed under various names corres­ 
ponding with aliases he has given at 
different times. 
When Eyraud first came to New York 
I he went direct to the Hoffman. Finding 
this an expensive hostelry he took rooms 
at the Hotel Lafayette and finally went 
to tho Hotel America on Feb. 5. Twelve 
days later two French detectives arrived 
In town and conferred with Inspector 
Byrnes, who at once put several of his 
best men at the disposal of the French 
officers. 
Eyraud scented the sleuth-hounds and 
unceremoniously left for 
parts 
un­ 
known. 
When 
the detectives finally 
traced him to the Hotel America he had 
been gone from there a week. 
They 
heard of a man answering the descrip­ 
tion in Montreal and went on there, 
leaving the New York end of the case 
in Byrnes’ hands. 
They had opened Eyraud’s trunk and 
discovered a suit of clothes, which they 
concluded wero too small for the fugi­ 
tive and were about the right size for 
Gouffe, and although they had no posi­ 
tive evidence that tho clothes belonged 
to the murdered sheriff they took them 
along. 
In a Montreal pawnshlp they 
found a ring which a man answering 
Eyraud’s description had pawned, and 
which they identified as belonging to 
Gouffe. 
The detectives traced him to a 
French settlem ent near Montreal, and 
afterw ard to the Red river country on 
his way to California or Mexico. 
The 
French officers are close on his trail and 
will undoubtedly run him down. 
The New York police have persistent­ 
ly denied that they had any knowledge 
of the case, or were w orking on it, until 
today, when Sergt. Bird relu ctantly ad­ 
mitted that Detectives Aloncle and Tes- 
saro, both conversant with tho French 
language, were on the case.

N. Y., March 24.—The 
Academy of Music wa9 filled to over­ 
flowing Sunday morning by the Taber­ 
nacle congregation and a large num­ 
ber of strangers anxious to hear the 
famous preacher. 
Alter the opening 
exorcises Dr. Talmage announced as 
his text Judges xiii, 19: “And the 
angel did wondrously.” The preacner 
spoke as follows: 
Fire built on a rock. 
Manoah and 
his wife had there kindled the flames 
for sacrifice in praise of God, and in 
honor of a guest whom they supposed 
to be a man. 
But, as tho flames rose 
higher and 
higher, their stranger 
guest stepped into the flame and by 
one red leap ascended into the skies. 
T h e n they knew that he was an angel 
of the Ijord. “The angel did wondrous­ 
ly.” 
Two hundred and forty-eight times 
does the Bible refer to the angels, yet 
I never heard or read a sermon on 
Angelology. The whole subject is rel­ 
egated to the realm of mythical, weird, 
spectral and unknown. 
Such adjourn­ 
ment is unscriptural and wicked. 
Of 
their life, their character, their hab­ 
its. their actions, their velocities, the 
Bible gives us full length portraits, 
and why this prolonged and absolute 
silence concerning 
them? 
Angel­ 
ology is my theme. 
There are two nations of angels, 
and they are hostile to each other; tho 
nation of good angels and the nation 
of bad angels. Of the former, I speak 
chiefly to-day. 
Their capital, their 
headquarters, their grand rendezvous, 
is heaven, but their empire is the uni­ 
verse. They are a distinct race of 
creatures. 
No race of human beings 
can ever join their confraternity. Tho 
little child who in the Sabbath school 
sings, “I want to bean angel,” will 
never have her wish gratified. They 
are superhuman; but they are of dif­ 
ferent grades and ranks, not at all on 
the same level, or the same height 
They have their superiors and in­ 
feriors and equals. 
I propose no 
guessing on this subject but take the 
Bible for my only authority. 
Plato, 
the philosopher, guessed, and divided 
angels into super-celestial, celestial 
and sub-celostial. 
Dionysius, 
the 
Areopagite, guessed, and divided them 
in three classes—the supreme, the 
middle and the last—and each of these 
into three other classes, making nine 
in all. 
Philo said that angels were related 
to God, as the rays of the sun. 
Ful- 
gentius said that they was composed 
of body and spirit 
Clement said they 
were in corporal. 
Augustine said that 
they had been in danger of falling but 
now are beyond being tempted. 
But 
the only authority on the subject that 
I respect says that they are divided 
into Cherubim. 
Seraphic 
Thrones, 
Dominations, 
Principilites, Powers. 
Their commander-in-chief is Michael. 
Daniel called him Michael, St. John 
called him Michael. 
^'hese supernal 
beings are more thoroughly organized 
than any army that ever marched. 
They are swifter than any cyclone 
that ever swept the sea. 
They are 
more radiant than any morning that 
aver came down the sky. 
They have 
more to do with your destiny and mine 
than any being in tho universe except 
J od. 
May the Angel of tho New 
Covenant, who is the Lord Jesus, open 
Dur eyes, and touch our tongue, and 
rouse our soul, while we speak of 
their deathlessness, their intelligence, 
their numbers, their strength, their 
achievements. 
Yes, deathless. 
They had a cradle, 
but will never have a grave. 
The 
Lord remembers when they were born, 
but no one shall ever see their eye ex­ 
tinguished, or their momentum slow 
up, or their existence terminate. 
The 
eldest of them has not a wrinkle, or a 
lecrepitude, or a hindrance; as young 
iftor six thousand years as at the close 
if their first hour. 
Christ said of the 
good in heaven. “Neither can they die 
my more, for they are equal unto the 
mgels.” 
Yes, deathless are. these 
wonderful creatures of whom I speak. 
rhey will see world after world go 
jut, but there shall be no fading of 
heir own brilliance. Yea, after the 
ast world has taken its last flight they 
rill be ready for the widest circuit 
brough immensity, taking a quadril- 
ion miles in one sweep as easy as a 
ligeon circles a dovecot. They are 
lover sick. They are never exhaust 
d. 
They need no sleep, for they are 
lever tired. 
At God’s command they 
smote 
with 
death, in 
one night 
mo hundred and eighty-five thou­ 
sand of Sennacherib’s host, but no 
fatality can 
smite them. 
Awake, 
agile, multipotent, deathless, immor­ 
al! 
A further characteristic of these ra- 
liant folk is intelligence. The woman 
of Tekoah was right when she spoke 
ix> King David of the wisdom of an 
angel. We take in what little we know 
through eye and ear and nostril and 
krneh; but those beings have no phy­ 
sical encasement and hence they are 
all senses. 
A wall five feet thick is 
not solid to them. Through it they go 
without disturbing flake of mortar or 
•rystal 
of 
sand. 
Knowledge! 
It 
flashes on them. 
They take it in at 
all [joints. 
They absorb it 
They 
gather it up without any hinderment. 
No need of literature for them! 
The 
letters of their books are stars. 
The 
dashes of their books are meteors. The 
words of their books are constella­ 
tions. 
The paragraphs of their books 
are galaxies. 
The pictures of their 
hooks are sunrises and sunsets, and 
midnight auroras, and the Conqueror 
rn the white horse with the moon un­ 
der His ;eet and sesis of glass mingled 
with fire. Their library is Rn Open 
universe. 
No need of telescopes to see 
something millions of miles away, for 
instantly they are there to inspect and 
explore it 
All astronomies, all geol­ 
ogies, all botanies, all philosophies at 
their feet What an opportunity for 
intelligence is theirs! \\ hat faculties 
for knowing everything and knowing 
it right away. 
There is only one thing that puts 
them to their wit’s end, and the Bible 
says they have to study th at 
They 
have been studying it all through the 
ages, and yet I warrant they have not 
fully grasped it—the wonders of Re- 
demtion. These wonders are so high, 
so deep, so grand, so stupendous, so 
magnificent that even the intelligence 
of the angelhood is confounded before 
it. 
The apostle says: “Which things 
the angels desire to look Into.” 
That 
is a subject that excites inquisitiveness 
on their part 
That is a theme that 
strains their faculties to the utmost. 
That is higher than they can climb, 
and deeper than they can dive. They 
I have a desire for something too big 
• for their 
comprehension. 
“Which 
things the angels desire to look into.” 


But that does not discredit their in­ 
telligence. 
No one but God Himself 
can fully understand the wonders of 
Redemption, 
If all Heaven should 
study it for fifty eternities they would 
get no further than the A B C of that 
inexhaustible subject. 
But nearly all 
Other realms of knowledge they have 
ransacked and explored and compassed. 
No one but God can tell them any­ 
thing they do not know. 
They have 
read to the last word of the last line of 
the last page of the last volume of in­ 
vestigation. 
And what delights me 
most is that all their intelligence is to 
be at our disposal, and. coming into 
their presence, they will tell us more 
in five minutes than we can learn by 
one hundred years of earthly sur­ 
mising. 
A further characteristic of these im­ 
mortals is their velocity. 
This the 
Bible put9 sometimes under the figure 
of wings, sometimes under the figure 
of a flowing garment, sometimes under 
the figure of naked feet. 
As these su­ 
per-humans are without bodies these 
expressions are, of course, figurative, 
and mean swiftness. 
The Bible t« lls 
us that Daniel was praying and (Ga­ 
briel flew from Heaven and touched 
him before he got up from his knees. 
Heaven is thought to be Hie center of 
the universe. 
Our sun and its planets 
only the rim of the wheel of worlds. I n 
a moment the angel Gabriel flew from 
that center to this periphery. Jesus 
told Peter he could instantly have sixty 
thousand angels present if he called 
for them. 
Law of gravitation, which 
grips all things else, has no influence 
upon angelic momentum. 
Immensi­ 
ties before them open and shut like a 
fan. That they are here is no reason 
why they should not be a quintillion of 
miles hence the next minute. 
Our 
bodies binder us, but our minds can 
circle the earth in a minute. 
Angelic 
beings are bodiless and have no limita­ 
tion. 
God may with his finger point 
down to some world in trouble on the 
outmost limits of creation, and instant­ 
ly an angelic cohort are there to help 
it. Or some celestial may be standing 
at the furthermost outpost of immensity 
and God may say “Come!” and in­ 
stantly it is iii His bosom. 
The red 
feet of summer lightning are slow com­ 
pared with their hegiras. 
This dou­ 
bles up and compresses infinitudes into 
infinitesimals. 
This puts all the as­ 
tronomical heavens into a space like 
the balls of a child’s rattle. 
This 
mingles into one the Hero and the 
There, the Now and the Then, the Be­ 
yond and the Yonder. 
Another remark I have to make 
concerning these illustrious immortals 
is that they are multitudinous. 
Their 
census has never been taken and no 
one but God knows how many there 
are, but all the Bible accounts suggest 
their immense numbers. 
Companies 
of them, regiments of them, armies of 
them, mountain tops haloed by them, 
skies populous with them. 
I think 
they are in every battle, in every ex­ 
igency. at every birth, at every pillow, 
at every hour, at every momont. The 
earth full of them. 
The heavens full 
of them. 
They outnumber the human 
race in this w’orld. 
They outnumber 
ransomed spirits in 
glory. 
When 
Abraham had his knife uplifted lo 
slay Isaac, it was an angel who arrest­ 
ed the stroke, crying: 
“Abraham! 
Abraham!” it was a stairway of angels 
that Jacob saw while pillowed in the 
wilderness. 
We are told an angel led 
the hosts of Israelites out of Egyptian 
serfdom. 
It was an angel that showed 
Hagar the fountain where she filled 
tho bottle for the lad. 
It was an angel 
that took Lot out of doomed Sodom. 
It was an ango! that shut up tin 
mouths of the hungry monsters when 
Daniel was thrown Into tho caverns. 
It was an angel that fed Elijah under 
the juniper tree. 
It was an angel 
that announced 
to Mary the coming 
nativity. 
They were 
angels that 
chanted when Christ was born. It wa? 
an angel that strengthened our Savior 
in his agony. 
It was 
an angel 
that encouraged Paul In the Mediter­ 
ranean shipwreck. 
It was an angel 
that burst open the prison, gate after 
gate until-Peter was liberated. 
It was 
an angel that stirred the pool of 
Siloam, where tho sick was healed. 
It was an angel that John saw flying 
through the midst of heaven, aud an 
angel with foot planted on the sea. and 
an angel that opened the book, and an 
angel that sounded the trumpet, and 
an angel that thrust in the sickle, and 
an angel that poured out the vials, and 
an angel standing in the sun. 
It will 
be an angel with uplifted hand, swear­ 
ing that Time shall be no longer. 
In 
the great final harvest of the world 
the reapers are the angels. 
Yea. 
the Lord shall be revealed from heaven 
with mighty angels. 
Oh. the numbers 
and the might and the glory of these 
supe mala! Fleets of them! 
Squad­ 
rons of them! 
Host beyond host! 
Hank above rank! Millions un million*! 
And on our side if we will bove them, 
Th!* leads me to speak of the offices 
of these supernal. 
To defend, to 
•beer, to rescue, to escort, to give 
victory to the right, and overthrow the 
wrong; that is their business. Just as 
alert to-day and efficient as when in 
Bible times they spread wing, or un­ 
sheathed sword, or rocked down peni­ 
tentiaries. or filled the mountains with 
horses of fire hitched to chariots of 
fire. and driven by reinsmen of fire. 
They have turned your steps a hun­ 
dred times, and you knew it not. Y ou 
were on your way to do some wrong 
thing, and they changed your coarse. 
They brought some thought of Chris­ 
tian parentage, or of loyalty to your 
own home, and that arrested you. 
Or you were some time borne down 
with trouble, bereavement, persecu­ 
tion, bankruptcy, sickness, and all 
manner of tryubles beating their dis­ 
cords in your heart and life. 
You 
gave up; you said: “I cannot stand it 
any longer. 
I believe I will take my 
life. Where is the rail-train, or the 
deep wave, or the precipice that will 
end this torment of earthly existence?” 
But suddenly your mind brightened. 
Courage came surging into your heart 
like oceanic tides. You said: “God is 
on my side, and all these adversities 
He can make out for my own good.” 
Suddenly you felt a peace, a deep 
peace, the peace of God that passeth 
understanding. 
What 
made 
the 
change? A sweet and mighty and 
comforting angel of the Lord met you. 
That was all. 
Men and women of all circumstan­ 
ces, only partly appreciated, or not 
appreciated at all, never feel lonely 
again or unregarded again! 
Angels 
all around; angels to approve, angels 
to help, angels to remember. 
Yea, 
while all the good angels are friends 
of the good, there is one specially your 
bodyguard. This idea, until this pres­ 
ent study of angelology, I supposed to 
be fanciful, but I find it to be clearly 
stated in the Bible. 
Wrhen the disci. 
pies were praying for Peter’s deliver­ 
ance from prison, and he appeared 
at the door of the prayer meeting they 
could not believe it was Peter. 
They 
Bald: 
"It is his angel.” So these dis 
ciples, in special nearness to Christ, 
evidently believed that every worthy 
soul has an angel. 
Jesus said of his 
follower?: 
“Xbeir angels behold the 


face of my Talker.” TTlsewbere it is 
said: 
“He shall give His angels 
charge over thee, to keep thee in all 
thy ways.” 
Angel shielded, angel 
protected, angel guarded, angel cano­ 
pied art thou. 
Yea; we are to have 
such a guardian angel to take us up­ 
ward when our work i9 done. 
• Yes, a guardian angel for each one 
of you. 
Put yourself now in accord 
with him. 
W'hen he suggests the 
right, follow it 
When he warns you 
against the wrong, shun it. Sent forth 
from God to help you in this great 
battle of sin and death, accept this de­ 
liverance. 
When attempted with a 
feeling of loneliness ani dishearten­ 
ment appropriate this promise: 
“The 
angel of the Lord campeth around 
about them that fear Him and deliver­ 
ed! them.” Oh, I am so glad that the 
space between here and heaven arc 
thronged with these 
supernatural*- 
taking tidings home, bringing mes 
sages here, rolling back obstacle fron 
our path and giving us defense, fo 
terrific are the forces that dispute ou 
way, and if the nation 
of 
goo 
angels is on our tide, the nation of ba. 
angels on the other side. 
Paul had i 
right when he said: 
“We wrestle no 
against fiesh and blood, but again:- 
Principalities, against Powers, again: 
the rulers of the darkness of this world, 
against spiritual vickednoss in high 
places.” 
In that awful fight may Go» 
send us mighty angelic re-cnforcement 
We want all their wings on our side 
all their swords on our side, all theii 
chariots on our side. 
Thank God that those who are to 
us are mightier than those who ar* 
against us. 
'This world is the batt I* 
ground between the angelic nations 
good and bad. 
Michael, the com 
mender, in-chief, on one side; Lucifer, 
as Byron calls him, or Mephistopheles 
as Goethe calls him, or Satan, as th* 
Bible calls him, the commander-in 
chief on the other side. 
All pun 
angelhood under one leadership, anc 
all 
abandoned 
angelhood 
undei 
the 
other 
leadership. 
Many 
ii 
skirmish have the two armies had. 
but the great and decisive battle L 
yet to be fought. 
Either from our 
earthly homes or down from our su­ 
pernal residences, may we come in on 
the right side; for on that sido are God 
and Heaven and victory. 
Meanwhile 
the battle is being set in array, and 
the forces celestial and demonical arc 
confronting each other. Hear the boom 
of the great cannonade already opened! 
Cherubim, Seraphim, Thrones. Dom­ 
inations, Principalities, and Powers 
are beginning to ride down their foes, 
and until the work is completed, “Sun, 
sir.rid thou still upon Gibeon, and thou, 
M ooh. in the valley of Ajalon!”
